•begin a court action which it is possible to carry to the 
United States Supreme Court.

Citizens, too, may be surprised that the action was taken 


after the utility company had accepted the law for years, 
had received two very substantial increases in rates and one 
small decrease and has, according to its own reports, pros- 
pered greatly. 
'

The fact appears to be that the company was satisfied 


.with the law as long as it was getting its rates increased, 
but when decreased costs of operation came with the after- 
sthe-war readjustment and have justified decreases in rates, 
jt wants to hold on to the bigjjrofits. Natural, of course, 
•but not in keeping with the spirit of the'public Utility law. 


The law was put through the legislature at the instance 


•'of the utilities. The head of the Hughes Electric company 
•.was a member of the state senate, voted for the law he 
Declares unconstitutional and worked for its passage. Under 
the administration of the law the state commission of North 
^Dakota has been liberal in policy. It has allowed a maximum 
return of 8 per cent on investment in addition to a 4 per 
cent" depreciation charge annually. 
Many states allow a 
jeturn of but six per cent . pie utilities under the law are 
given freedom from competition and saved from bickerings 
injlocal councils over franchises; in return for this, virtual 
perpetual guarantee they are required to refrain from pro- 
fiteering. 
"'„ The report of the accountants of the railroad commission 


JEbJpwed very plainly that unless* some unexpected situation 
arose the utility company would be required to decrease 
^ifher electric or steam neat rates, or both. The railroad 
commission has held it has no right to vote a refund for 
•excessive charges in the past. 
Therefore, if the company 


can keep the matter tied up in courts it may gain $50,000 
40* $100,000 whatever the outcome may be. Since almost 
_every conceivable constitutional question involving public 
-Utility commissions has been decided in many states in the 
land there is not much doubt but that in the end the law 
wfll be held constitutional. 
-4 The Tribune has not been an advocate of the public util- 
ity law, and has not wished to see all control taken from 
•.cities. But the law is on the statute books and ought to 
feV enforced. An effort probably will be made by the utility 
companies to cripple the commission by reducing its appro- 
priation in the legislature to a point where the commission 
will not be able to conduct investigations — will have to 
take the figures of the utilities. The people should be alive 
t-Ojthe situation. 
, 


Bismarck has unfortunately been fighting over the water 


utility for several years. Now the consumers of the electric 
company are balked. Will the result be that public indig- 
jiHtion will demand both utilities become city property? 


There ought not to be any person in Bismarck who de- 


sires to cripple legitimate business. The Tribune believes 
the Hughes Electric Company and the Bismarck Water Sup- 
ply Company both ought to be able to earn a reasonable 
return on investment, and both ought to be compelled to 
give good service. On the other hand, no one can defend a 
situation whoreby the taxpayers pay out thousands of dol- 
lars to support a law which guarantees utilities a reasonable 
return and then have the utilities balk the consumers when 
theydemand that the companies do not profiteer.
